The mode of collection ts another

We have 
an exemption law in Alberta. as there 
fis in every civilized country, based oi 
| the principal that the man who does 
lthe work is not to be deprived alto: 
}gether of the means to earn a living 
itor himself and family but he can 


voluntarily give up his right of 
exemption, There is where a change 


is needed in the law as the aet of 
surrender is generally not voluntary 
but is foreed upon him, In justice to 
the family of the farmer. who have 
had an equal share in the vccumulat- 
ion of the property, it should be made 
impossible to mortgage any of the 
exemptions. 

The local dealers who have trusted 
the farmer are very often left because 
the collectors of these corporations 
get their work in first.

| Distribution From the Dominion 
perimental Farms. 1912-1913 


By instructions of the Hon. Minis- 
ter of Agriculture a distribution of 
superior sorts of grain and potatoes 
will be made during the coming win: | 
ter-and spring to Canadian farmers 
The samples for general distribution 
will consist of spring wheat, 5 Ibs; 
white oats, 4 lbs; barley, 5 Ibs; and 
fleld peas 5 Ibs. These will be sent 
out from Ottawa. A distribution of 
potatoes in 3 lb samples will be car- 
ried on from several of the experi- 
| mental farms, the Central Farm at 
| Ottawa supplying only the provinces 
{of Ontario and Quebec, All samples 
| Will be sent free, by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars in 
regard to the soi] on their farms, and 
some account of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatoes) as 
they have grown, so that a promising 
sort for their conditions may be se- 
lected. 

Each application must be separate 
and must be signed by the applicant. 
Only one sample of grain and one of 
potatoes can be sent to each farm. 
Applicdtions on any kind of printed 
form cannot he accepted. If two or 
more samples are asked for in the 
same tetter only one will be sent, 

As the sunply of seed is limited, 
| farmers are advised to apply early; | 
| but the applications will not necessar 
j lly be filled in the exact ‘order i 
which they are received. Prefei 
ence will always be given to the mos! 
| thoughtful and explicit requests, Ap 

plications received after the end of 

January will probably be too late. 

All applications for grain (and ap- 
plications from the provinces of On- 
tarlo and Quebec for potatoes) should 
be addressed ‘o the Dominion Cereal- 


ist. Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa. Such applications require no 
postage, If otherwise addressed de-
